Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting,  for  your  consideration,  my 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  your 
district  for  the  year,  1963. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  tables  in  the  report,  an  epidemic  of 
measles  occurred  in  the  District  during  the  year.  In  addition, 
during  the  first  half  of  the  year,  a large  number  of  cases  of 
Whooping  Cough  was  notified  from  Howden  and  the  adjacent  villages. 

In  those  children  who  had  been  immunised,  the  disease  was  relatively 
mild. 


It  is  with  regret  that  I record  that  work  has  not  yet 
commenced  on  a sewage  disposal  scheme  for  Holme-on-Spalding  Moor. 
This  is  a most  urgent  problem.  Almost  every  week  I am  receiving 
complaints  about  the  state  of  the  River  Foulness.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  I can  report  progress  when  I write  my  report  next  year. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Members  of  the  Council  for  their  support,  and  to  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  for  his  part  in  preparing  this  report.

National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

An  elderl^y  couple  lived  alone  in  a large  isolated 
house.  Their  daily  help  arrived  one  morning  to  find  the 
old  lady  dead  with  her  husband  still  asleep  in  the  bed 
beside  her.  The  old  man,  who  was  totally  blind,  was 
incapable  of  looking  after  himself.  Although  of 
considerable  wealth,  he  refused  to  consider  engaging  a 
housekeeper  or  to  go  into  a suitable  nursing  home.  It 
therefore  became  necessary  to  obtain  an  Order  for  his 
removal  to  a Local  Authority  Old  People's  Home.

HOUSING  - General 


Council  Houses 

No  council  owned  dwellings  were  completed  during  the  year. 

In  November,  work  commenced  at  Gilberdyke  for  the  erection  of 

12  No . bungalows 
11  No.  Houses 
4 No.  2 bedroomed  flats 
6 No.  1 bedroomed  flats 
Communal  Room 

Total  33  units. 

At  Diamond  Row,  Ellerton,  an  improvement  scheme  was  carried 
out,  and  four  dwellings  were  converted  into  three  with  extensive 
damp-proofing  and  provision  of  modern  sanitary  amenities. 

Work  of  improvement  to  56  pre-war  Council  houses  was 
carried  out  at  Bubwith,  Foggathorpe,  Holme-on-Spalding  Moor,  Newport 
and  Gilberdyke.  This  now  means  that  every  house  owned  by  this 
Council  has  a bath,  wash-basin  and  sink  with  hot  and  cold  water  to 
each  amenity,  a water  closet  and  a food  store. 

At  the  31st  December,  1963,  the  total  of  post  war  Council 
dwellings  in  the  District  was  556.  Thus  there  is  a total  of  741 
Council  houses  in  the  District. 

Regular  visits  were  made  to  Council  Houses  in  respect  of 
maintenance,  and  orders  for  repairs  were  given  in  1,823  cases. 

242  houses  were  painted  externally,  and  every  site  was 
visited  daily  throughout  the  period  of  painting. 
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Private  Enterprise. 


During  the  year,  40  houses  were  erected  by  private  enterprise 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year,  a further  44  houses  were  in  the  course  of 
erection. 


Slum  Clearance. 

During  the  year  9 houses  were  closed  by  formal  and  informal 
action  under  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  and  as  a result  of  these,  and 
previous  orders,  9 properties  were  demolished. 

In  the  same  period,  74  dwellings  were  made  fit  as  a result 
of  informal  action  or  on  property  owners  initiative,  usually  with 
the  aid  of  a grant  scheme. 


Building  Byelaws,  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act. 

Applications  for  new  buildings  and  alterations  in  222  cases 
were  submitted  and  all  were  given  Byelaw  approval.  As  in  previous 
years,  routine  advisory  visits  were  made,  usually  on  site. 

Under  delegated  powers  of  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act, 
169  applications  were  received,  of  which  146  were  approved  and  23 
refused.  The  refused  applications  related  to  18  applications  for 
dwellings,  1 caravan  site,  1 advertisement  sigh,  1 petrol  filling 
station  and  2 proposed  business  premises. 

During  the  year,  building  and  drainage  inspections  were 
carried  out  on  all  new  work,  and  work  relating  to  closet  conversions 
and  sewer  connections. 


Improvement  Grants. 

Seventeen  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  were  received 
and  approved  during  the  year.  In  every  instance,  inspection  were 
carried  out  and  written  advice  given  regarding  the  eligibility  for 
grant  and  works  on  which  grant  would  be  paid. 

The  total  amount  of  grant  made  during  the  year  was 
£5,719.  10s.  Od.  Since  the  commencement  of  this  scheme  in  1950 
the  Council  have  authorised  grants  totalling  £54,511,  of  which  amount 
£46,199  had  been  paid  up  to  31st  December,  1963.  The  number  of  houses 
improved  in  this  way  to  31st  December,  1963  was  168. 
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Standard  Grants. 


During  the  year  63  applications  for  Standard  Grant  were  received 
and  62  approved.  These  related  to  the  provision  of  standard  amenities 
at  a total  maximum  of  £6,535  for  the  provision  of  62  W.C.’s,  33  baths, 
39  wash-basins,  37  hot  water  systems  and  26  food  stores. 

£2,650.  16s.  7d.  was  paid  during  the  year  for  the  provision  of 
33  W.C.’s,  18  baths,  20  wash-basins,  19  hot  water  systems  and  9 food 
stores  at  36  properties.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  main  sewerage  schemes  for  Newport  and  Gilberdyke  were 
completed  during  1963  and  the  Bubwith  and  Foggathorpe  schemes  were 
nearly  finished.  At  the  year  end  a joint  sewerage  scheme  for 
Eastrington,  Kilpin  and  Laxton  had  been  prepared  by  the  Engineers. 

In  three  parishes,  Howden,  North  Cage  and  Eotham,  which  have 
main  sewers,  house  connections  and  closet  conversions  continued.

Drainage  - General 

The  Council  continued  to  cleanse  the  dykes  at  Hoitfden,  Laxton, 
Asselby , Holme-on-Spalding  Moor,  Sastrington,  Newport  and  Ellerton. 

In  Howden,  the  "Old  Derwent"  was  cleansed  from  Hobsons  Garage 
to  the  commencement  of  the  Ashes  Playing  Field,  Hailgate,  a distance 
of  745  yards.  Approximately  52  tons  of  sludge  was  removed  by  means 
of  buckets  and  winches,  and  carted  away  to  Boothferry  Road  tip. 

All  new  drainage  systems  are  tested  and  inspected. 


Sewerage  Plants . 

There  are  five  Council  Estate  sewerage  disposa]  plants.  There 
are  three  pumping  stations  at  Gilberdyke,  three  at  Newport,  four 
pumping  stations  at  Howden,  and  a partial  treatment  works  at 
Howdendyke  for  Howden  sewage. 

A direct  labour  system  of  maintenance  is  carried  out  and  based 
at  Howden.  Tools  and  plant  are  taken  out  as  required  from  the 
central  depot.

The  water  is 
chlorinated  at  source,  and  has,  throughout  the  year,  been  satisfactory 
in  quality  and  quantity.

One  full-time  rodent  operative  was  engaged  throughout  the  year, 
and  much  effective  work  was  carried  out.  Free-lance  operators  were 
also  working  in  the  district  and  their  results  are  not  known.
